THE FLOODS IN NORTH CHINA.

‘The following account of the floods at Tien-: 


tsin' we take from the Chtnese Temes s--The 
_ Cessation of the rain during the greater part of 
Sunday fed the delusive hope that: we migat 
escape the shrestening deluge, but when it was 
resumed with redoubled force early on Monday 
‘ morning, the atst, the situation soon became 
. desperate, The whole of the French Settle. 
ment was then found under water, Consulate 
and Naval Secretariat included.

A tremendons anti-railway excit ment has 
been got up at Lutai, which has led to the de: | 
struction of a large amount of property, and 
seriously compromised the safety. «f foreigners 
employed on, the line, «It was alleged by the 
people that the railway embankment was dam- 
ming back ‘the flood water on the north of the 
Pehtang, to their detriment. There’ was no real 
foundation for this as there was at the time a 
temporary difference of level of only 15 inches 
between the one side of the railway and the 
other, while the only property which was in-jeo- 
ardy and could be protected was some mud 
Biats in which certain camp-followers; who are. 
not.on the muster’ roll, are housed, There 
were in the Immediate neighbourhood ample 
facilities for the passage of the water, 
two flood openings in the railway embank- 
ment, of ‘120: feet, cach, and one bridge of 
30 feet, to say nothing of the--Hanku bridge 
over the Pehtang, 718ft. wide. Had there bcen 
anything to be done to mitigate the effect of the 
flood orto save life or property, the. railway 
engineers were ready to do it in a scientific 
manner with the minimum damage’ to the line 
andthe maximum benefit.to the people. Not-. 
withstanding this the mob, assisted if not led 
by the soldiery at Lutai, made an organised 
attack on the 30't bridge, which they attempted 
to destroy, but of course.entirely failed to make 
any impressiod on so solid a structure. They 
next, on Tuesday last, tork-forcible possession 
of.the embankment, and spite the remon- 
stances of the foreign employées of the railway, 
they cut it thropgh., It was explain d to them | 
pt their ostensible ebject would’ not be served 
y this act, and the water-level at Lutal, 3 4 
distant, was actually not lowered by it one inch;
